General Merchant’s Initiative 


and Telegraph Op 


Oldest Paper West of Portage la Prairie, Started in October of 1880, 


Was First Printed on Toy Press—Is Now a Metropolitan Daily, 


Doing Duty it Started Upon, 


But With Modern Plant and | 


World-Wide 24-Hour News Service

(Frank Oliver In Western Union 
Printer, Christmas number.) 

The Bulletin was first published in 
October, 1880. At that time it was the 
only weekly paper in the Canadian 
West between Portage la Prairie and 
the Rocky Mountains. The Herald, 
published at Battleford, was the only 
other newspaper in that area. and it 
was published fortnightly. The reason 
for the publication of The Bulletin was 
the desire of Edmonton people to keep 
step with the march of world events, 
The publishers were Taylor & Oliver. 
Alex. Taylor was até that time tele- 
graph operator, and Frank Oliver car- 
ried on a small trading business, Mr. 
Taylor, now Lee a establisheg the 
Edmonton Telephdne System, was 
postmaster for @ time, and afterwards 
elerk of the court. Mr. Oliver had 
worked for some years at the printing 
business in Toronto and Winnipeg be- 
fore coming to Edmonton as freightet 
and trader. He is now manager of 
the business and president of the Bul- 
jetin Company. 


Wag Jumping-Off Place 

In 1880 Edmonton was the furthest 
outpost of civilization in the prairie 
west at which the authority of Canada 
was asserted by the presence of the 
Mounted Po''ce, It was at the limit 
of mall and telegraph connection with 
the outside world, It was the “jump- 
ing-off place’ for the vast and mys- 
terious Norch and West, the North of 
the Athabasca, Peaos and Mackenzie 
rivers, and the west that lay “across 
the mountains” through the Jasper 
Pass, with Cariboo and Kamlops its 
nearest neighbors. It was the head 
of steamboat navigation on the Sas- 
katchewan, and the end of the cart 
roads across the plains from Winni- 
peg. It haq occupied an important 
place in the scheme of things under 
the Hudson's Eay Company and all 
the signs seemed to point to astlll 
greater importanoe under the direction 
and inspiration of the Government of 
Canada, 

The several passes in the Rockies 
had besn carefully explored, and the 


Yellowhead or Jasper had been select-_ 


ed as the best route for the railway 
from ocean to ocean, then actually un- 
der construction as government work. 
The railway line had been actually 
surveyed. It passed 20 miles south 
of Edmonton (at Leduc). But the 
filing fact that the railway survey 
was twenty miles distant did not af- 
fect the faith of the pioneers in the 
destiny of the place. 


Dog Train Mail Service. 

Mail communication from Winnipeg 
was once in three weeks, and the trip 
occupied three weeks each way. The 
service was by dog train in winter. 
This meant that news of the outside 
world was stale by the time the news 
papers reached (Edmonton. A tele- 
sraph Mne hal been built dlong the 
railway survey frqgm JWinnipeg to 
Hay Lakes, where the trail to the 


great plains crossed the railway. Alex., 


Taylor wag established there as a 
telegraph Operator. ‘The distance is

556 miles from Bdmonton and 
the trail was very bad A telegraph 
office 85 miles away “was not gnuch 
use to (Hdmonton, and s0 the people 
of the district raised a subscription 
to provide poles and labor, the gov- 
ernment supplied the wire and in- 
sulators, and in the fall of 1879 the 
office was removed from Hay Lakes 
to Edmonton much to the mutual 
satisfaction of the operator and of 
the people of the place. During the 
winter of ‘79-80, a weekly bulletin of 
world news was compiled fn (Win- 
nipeg and sent over the ‘wires for the 
information of the citizens of Edmon- 
ton. The service was paid for by pub- 
le subscription. \, | 
Transportation by Cart. | 


During the winter ‘the idea struck | 
Mr, Taylor, who as operator copied the | 
bulletin of news, thatIt would be of 
Great advantage if the news could be 
printed so that each subscriber could 
have a copy. Talking the matter over 
with iMr. Oliver, it was decided that a 
small printing plant should be secured 
|and that the bulletins of 'the following 
winter would /be printed. In carrying 
on his trading business dt was neces- 
sary for |Mr. Oliver to visit Winnipeg 
each summer to renew his istock of 
goods. The railway from (St. Paul 
had by that time reached ‘Winnipeg, 
but all transportation further west 
was by cart or wagon to points on the 
plains or sometimes by steamer to | 
SaskatcNewan River points. The trip 

across the plains with loaded carts or | 
wagons took from two to three months 

80 that each summer was occupied | 
tn providing for the following winter. 
Freight cost (10 cents a pound. Stocks 
of goods could only be turned jover | 
onee a year, consequently prices were | 
high. Flour was cheap at $15.00 per 

hundred pounds; and sometimes cost 

$25.00, but bacon twas cheaper than | 
itis now. Fifty cents a pound was the 

standard price.

-acking Industry

The following article which appeared 
in the National Provisioner of » 
12th, is said to be one of the best 
articles yet given to the reading 
public on the meat packing industy: 
It may seem hardly worth while 

to discuss such a prosaic subject as 
meat-packing, for ts it not written 
“Man shall not live by meat alone?” 
But, on the other hand, Napoleon's 
famous remark may be recalled, “An 
Army travels on ita stomach.” And 
it is a fact that the progress of this 
eguntry has been in a large measure 
due to it# capacity for developing 
means to feed itself and others. Dur- 
ing the Great (War Napoleon's dictum 
was fully preved, and the means of 
proof were the American meat pack- 
ers. 

To study the meat packing industry 
is to trace in a special application the 
significance of the frontier 1n Ameri- 
can histoty, first stated in its general 
application by Professor Turner. Meat 
Packing in {this country began in 
colonial times with the farmer-pack- 
6rs who “packed” meat for use dur- 
ing the winter time. About 1640 the 
Civil War in England, by keeping the 


Englishmen at home and restricting 
markets which in turn brought hard 
times in the colonies enabled them 


to take over the supplying of the West 
Indies with live stock, barreled beef 
and pork, bacon and hams. The first 


American packer, giving his whole 
time to the business was WilKam 
Fynchon of Springfield, Mass. The 
name ‘Packer’ has been used since 
that time although “packing’’ com- 
prises today a relatively small part 
of the meat industry. Before 1870 
meat was dried and smoked and 
shipped in barrels or in bulk, and 
later was pickled for the “Nigger 
trade’ and sea-going vessels, when 


dried or amoked meats would not do 
for these consumers. Today most of 
the meat slaughtered is shipped 
dressed tn refrigerator cars. 

After tho war of independence 
there came a new era in agricultural 
history, one of the most important 
features of which was the Agrarian’ 
migratien and the shifting of the 
cemtre of live stock raising to the 
Ohio Valley. This made possible, in- 
deed made necessary, the rise of an 
organized industry of meat packing 
Cincinnatt, 
for meat packing follows Hvestock. 

In 1775 two events greatly stimulat- 
ed settlement in Ohio and also stimu- 
lated cattle and hog raising. The first 
was the elimination of the Indian 
menance after the battle of Fallen 
timbers. The second was the Whis- 
hey Rebellion, the establishment of 
an internal revenue eystem and the 
placing of an excise on whiskey which 
deprived the farmer of the right to 
convert corn into whiskey, so he had

Cincinnati First Packing Centre. 

The first packer in the west was 
Elisha Mills, a ‘downeaster,"’ who be- 
gan in Cincinnati itn 1818. Small 
pecking houses grew up in many of 
the river towns in this middle west 
région, but from 1880 to 1865 Cincin- 
nati was the most important and by 
1840 had been labeled ‘“Porkopolis.’ 
This was natural for it was the Queen 
city of the west. ‘ 

lt had a strategical postition on the 
Ohio river, the centre of a great fer- 
tile territory. it was a steamboat 
building centre and a natural port on 
the main lines of communication 
which were then north and south. But 
Cincinnati! dii1 not show remarkable 


growth until it developéd a second 
advantage in the form of superior 
transportation facilities radiating 


from it and making possible the con- 
centration and marketing in that city 
of the live stock of the region, 

Until the Civil War Otncinnati bad 
a monopoly eontro! both east and 
west, It had @ choice of markets, 
Lastly, Cincinnatl had superior bank- 
ing facilities and the packing industry

Out of this situation there develop- 
ed the great centralized cash iive 
stock markets of the middie west 
which have been a fundamental fact- 
or in locating the meat packing in- 
dustry on a large scale in that region 
| Fora long time great droves of sur- 
plus‘ live stock had been driven on 
foot from the beef belt over the moun- 
tains to eastern markets by profession. 
al drovers, These cattle markets and 
the cattle fairs of the middle weat 
like those in Bourbon, Kentucky, and 
Madison County, Ohio, were very 
picturesque. Thase faire declined in 
‘time partly because of want of energy 
and system and partly because of the 
'growth of population tn certain cent- 
ers and the development of transport- 
atieg ynaking necessary large scale 
markets. As cities like Cincinnati and 
Chicago became great collecting points 
{for the business of droving we find 
the packing industry developing there. 

This tendency towards con tra- 
tion of live stock for the supplying 
of eastern markets was greatly ac- 
celerated by the railroad bullding of 
the 60's. This meant conneuting east 
and west as cheaply and readily; as 
west and south. The most important 
of the trunk lines were the New York 
Central Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
Q&od Cheaspeake Bay. 

Although large numbers of. Uve- 
stock were collected at Cincinnati, 
St. Louis and Chicago there was for 
| yeats no necessity felt for the com- 
|bination of conveniences known as 
‘stock yards. Lut as time went on 
| drovers wished a place to keep ther 
stock awgiting sale. And in Chicago 
|we have several yards opened, the 
|earliest being the ‘“Bulia Head Mar-
